The state must eliminate waiting lists for services the 
Department Mental Retardation 


Unnecessary 


Woodlock deserves high praise for forc- 
ing the Cellucci administration respond 
seriously his recent court ruling ordering the 
State eliminate the lengthy waiting lists for 
families seeking services from the Department 
Mental Retardation (see “The Waiting Game,” 
News and Features, September 
22). Woodlock was supposed 
hold hearing yesterday the 
state’s plan deal with the list 
but postponed until Oc- 
tober 25. After looking the 
state’s answer his mandate, 
well proposed plan from the 
plaintiffs the lawsuit, Wood- 
lock has rejected the state’s proposals and has 
sponse.” 

It’s about time somebody forced the Cellucci 
administration address the problem behind 
Boulet, al. Cellucci.

Kristen Lombardi’s piece “Mental Hell” 
[News and Features, August 25] notes that 
“nearly decade ago, then-governor William 
Weld pushed through plan for partial priva- 
tization mental-health services effort 
cut costs and strengthen the system.” 


But the transfer mental-health services 


from public hospitals private 
really began almost three decades ago under 
then-governor Michael Dukakis. patients 
were transferred from the state hospital sys- 
tem which everyone acknowledged was 
awful the state encouraged the formation 
nonprofit organizations contract with 
Department Mental Health and Depart- 
ment Mental Retardation for services.

started with conversation about money. This past summer, 
Massachusetts advocates met the annual National Alliance for the Mentally 
(NAMI) conference San Diego. The chance encounter got them talking 
about the sorry state mental-health care back home particularly the state 
Department Mental Health (DMH), which saw its inadequate annual rate 
increase remain level throughout the 1990s. 

Since their return, these advocates members the 
Massachusetts chapter have been busy organizing mental-health 
professionals, fellow advocates, and mentally ill patients into the new Mental 
Awareness Coalition. They plan political muscle for the first 

time pushing for supplemental DMH 
budget. Close 300 members some 
from Worcester, Fitchburg, and Lowell 
are expected gather Boston 
Common next Tuesday, October 
a.m. Although the kickoff rally 
Offers its share hoopla the 
obligatory signs and speakers, 
including Boston mayor Tom Menino 
its main focus the need for 
additional DMH funding. 
The waiting list for 
even basic services has continued skyrocket, even 
during good economic times. Some people must wait discharged 
from hospitals into residential programs; others wind living shelters, 
jails, and the streets (see “Mental News August 25). 

Jean DeRosa NAMI-Mass says, “We see the consequences 
insufficient funding every single day.” DeRosa and colleagues will march from 
the Common the State House meet with including 
Representative Kay Khan (D-Newton), who heads mental-health caucus.

Tens billions doses Tylenol and other 
acetaminophen brands are consumed each year. For the over- 
whelming users, these medicines are completely safe. 
But you face the slight chance abrupt death. 

Acetaminophen overdose the leading cause acute liver fail- 
ure, even leave alcohol out the picture. According one 
study, accounts for percent cases (Schiodt al., Liver 
Transplantation and Surgery, January 1999). as-yet-unpub- 
lished follow-up puts the number percent. Acute liver failure 
isn’t that common. Still, 70,000 cases acetaminophen toxicity 
are reported each year. 

The real problem with drugs like Tylenol that the difference 
between therapeutic (that is, medically effective) dose and 
toxic one surprisingly small. adults the maximum safe dosage 
four grams (eight 500-milligram tablets) over 24-hour period. 
The toxic dose mere seven grams once. 

You can make the margin even thinner drinking too much 
and eating too little. spare you the biochemistry; but basically, 
and alcohol overwhelm the liver’s 
ability remove toxins from your bloodstream. the same time, 
starving yourself reduces the liver’s output glutathione, natu- 
ral detoxicant produced response food. 

The upshot that heavy drinkers (two more drinks per day) 
who don’t eat can suffer worse liver damage from Tylenol than 
people who purpose. patients treated Dallas 
medical center for were attempted 
suicides and were victims accidental overdose (Schiodt 
al., New England Journal Medicine, October 1997). The 
would-be suicides took twice much the drug, average, 
the accidental victims. Yet far more the latter went into comas 
(seven versus three) and died (four versus one). Why? Because 
most the accidental victims were alcoholics. Five people 
three accidental victims, two attempted suicides overdosed 
less than four grams. 

Let’s not forget kidney damage. December 1994 study the 
New England Journal Medicine found that taking daily tablet 
acetaminophen for year 1000 pills over lifetime doubled 
the odds kidney failure. 

It’s not clear from the medical literature what happens you 
take acetaminophen after one-time bender (as opposed 
chronic alcohol abuse). But don’t substitute some other painkiller 
aspirin and ibuprofen can have side effects too. Better 
suffering than dead.

JUDGE FROM the self-promotion-

Globe’s redesign was the biggest deal 
publishing since Tim Berners-Lee in- 
vented the World Wide Web. “As the 21st 
century unfolds,” the Globe proclaimed 
two-page “Inside Look” that saw fit 
print two separate occasions, “we are 
happy unveil redesigned, reorganized 
Globe suited today’s news and ready for 
tomorrow’s headlines.” 

But judge from the reaction both in- 
side and outside the Globe’s headquarters, 
the changes are the worst thing happen 
journalism since Rupert Murdoch 
bought the New York Post. “It looks like the 
Dedham Daily Transcript,” snorts one 
staffer. Another compares the Call 
Allentown, Pennsylvania (whatever that 
looks like). Or, Globe ombudsman Jack 
Thomas quoted one reader saying, “In- 
stead the Globe joining the ranks the 
New York Times style and sophistication, 
now has the look local paper like the 
Worcester Telegram.” 


Well, the risk appearing treat this 


subject with something less than the gravity 
that many think deserves, here’s 
alternative view: it’s big deal.

sure, Gore was early supporter 
funding for the military computer project that 
became the Internet. quickly identified the 
environment growing global problem. 
And stood for some defense projects. 
But Gore’s programs lack certain coher- 
ence, failing that reflected the public’s 
uneasiness about who really is. Gore the 
senator who defined fetus “life” the 
vice-president who now defends Roe 
Wade? the senator who crossed party 
lines vote authorize the Gulf War, the 
vice-president who supported dramatic cuts 
the military? the presidential candidate 
who wanted remain the 
United States and backs politically timed re- 
lease oil from the national reserves, the 
principled antithesis Bill Clinton? the 
candidate who raises money from Hollywood 
the vice-president who has declared himself 
the watchdog violent Hollywood films? 

Just look the books written each man. 


Gore’s Earth the Balance: Ecology and the 
Human Spirit mishmash science, 
rhetoric, and the language self-realization: 
“Now, midlife, search through the lay- 
ers received knowledge and intuited truth 
woven into life, can’t help but notice sim- 
ilar layers artifice and authenticity running 
through the civilization which part.” 
Compare that with Kennedy’s Profiles 
Courage, which dealt with senators who voted 
against the will their constituents. “All 
the Senate meet endless examples 
conflicting pressures, which only reflect the 
inconsistencies inevitable our complex 
economy,” Kennedy wrote. “If tell our 
constituents frankly that can nothing, 
they feel are unsympathetic inadequate. 
try and fail usually meeting coun- 
teraction from other Senators representing 
other interests they say are like all the 
rest the politicians.” The book was crisp, 
readable contribution the chronicles the 
Senate —.and matter how much his 
speechwriter Sorensen may have helped, the 
animating spirit was Kennedy’s. 

One thing that’s been lost the haze 
time the extent which Kennedy ran for 
president hawk: Profiles Courage was 
laden with Cold War steel. “In the days ahead, 
only the very courageous will able take 
the hard and unpopular decisions necessary 
for our survival the struggle with powerful 
enemy,” Kennedy wrote. him, the problem 
with Eisenhower and his boy Nixon was that 
they weren’t contesting the Soviets around the 
globe vigorously enough. And the extent 
domestic issues mattered, they mattered be- 
cause they opened the possibility that America 
might falling behind the Soviet Union. This 
attitude clear from Kennedy’s opening 
statement his first debate with Nixon: 
the election 1860, Abraham Lincoln said 
the question was whether this nation could 
exist half-slave half-free. the election 
1960, and with the world around us, the 
question whether the world will exist half- 
slave half-free.” Today many people es- 
pecially those the left might happy 


that both candidates take less Manichean 


approach the world. After all, Kennedy’s 
inaugural call “pay any price, bear any bur- 
den, meet any hardship, support any friend, 
oppose any foe” led directly America’s in- 
volvement Vietnam. 

Still, his desire that America compete 
the Cold War and win quite reminiscent 
internal Kennedy-family battles 
Kennedy called upon the American people 
serve. engaged the public. Government 
could provide services the aged, sick, and 
poor, suggested, but ordinary citizens had 
shoulder the burdens well. Contrast that 
with the laundry list promises made 
today’s candidates: tax cuts, prescription-drug 
benefits, and balanced budget. Gore goes 
even further, pledging find cures for dia- 
betes and AIDS. They offer nothing but good- 
ies carefree and indifferent people. may 
what want, but isn’t what need. 

Politically, Kennedy was pragmatist, 
Warrior who backed civil rights. 
was youthful but hardened, seasoned war 
and family tragedies. wasn’t perfect. His 
administration wasn’t Camelot. made 
mistakes. His blunders prompted confronta- 
tions with the Soviet Union. Ultimately, 
died early that full assessment his 
presidency can’t made. Yet had vi- 
sion. The number and scope 
initiatives dizzying. Foreign affairs, the 
Peace Corps, the space program all these 
take sizable part the exhibition area 
the Kennedy Library. 

Maybe Gore Bush will much 
more during one term office. But this 
stage, neither has the depth the young 
Kennedy had when his presidency began 
which critics the time thought was mini- 
mal. (Kennedy was only years old when 
and Bush 54.) Bush gives only six- 
year record the governor Texas ex- 
amine. With Gore, have much fuller ré- 
sumé, but more insight into what lies 
within the candidate and the man. 

the debate Tuesday night, the candi- 
dates will face more than each other.

Putting more English the local restaurant scene 


STEPHEN HEUSER couple years ago, 
after Todd English had started expand nationally, 
took girlfriend Olives. ordered the famous 


foie gras flan, which took ages ar- 
rive. When did, inserted fork, 

took bite, and found hot the 
outside, chilly the middle pre- 
made, and not even heated through. 
Uh-oh, thought. The sun setting 
the English empire. 

Not quite. haven’t been back for 
the flan, but two years later, there’s 
now Olives DC, Olives Aspen, 
and (soon) Olives Manhattan. The 
Todd runs hotel restaurants Con- 
necticut and South Carolina, plus the 
four local Figs branches. And his latest 
venture is, way, the weirdest yet: 
two-story theme restaurant right the 
heart Boston. KingFish Hall ac- 
tually, the full Todd English’s 
KingFish Hall grand, wacky, 
impressive room the south end 
Quincy Market, done New York 
decorator and decked out flamboy- 
antly that for all the brown bread and 
the menu, doesn’t feel 
Bostonian all. What feel like 
local guy gone national, general 


And yet. And yet, KingFish, for all its 
lavish fakery, fun. mean, your 
heart hearts, aren’t you little tired 
the minimalist Legal approach 
seafood? And the earnest parade 
Frerich-Italian bistros that makes the 
city’s restaurant scene? (There’s rea- 
son, after all, why middling theme 
park like Jasper White’s Summer Shack 
can open its doors and start minting 
money.) KingFish Hall loaded with 
gimmicks, but they’re smart gimmicks: 
huge, steaming lobster pot luridly illu- 
minated colored lights; lavish raw 
bar ice, situated under mirror 
it’s visible throughout the restaurant; 
and the strangest cooking device I’ve 
ever seen, ring rotating spikes 
around wood-fire pit. This object, the 
“dancing fish” grill, looks like thrill 
ride S&M fairground. was de- 
signed English himself. 

terms the food, this far and 
away the most ambitious seafood 
restaurant the city. The menu has 
more divisions than the Israeli parlia- 
ment. offers chilled shellfish, hot 
soup, Asian grilled appetizers, sand- 
wiches, salads, and entrées. There’s 
list daily specials. There’s special 
section just for ceviche (four varieties). 

You look menu like this one, 
with its length and complexity, and 
you think you’re being bluffed; you 
don’t seriously expect anyone pull 
off. But this English’s great trick: 
let major-league imagination romp 
through field ingredients, at- 
tempting one over-the-top maneuver 
after the other without ever quite trip- 
ping. KingFish Hall busy place, 
and service wasn’t perfect, but 
never once encountered the equiva- 
lent the chilly flan. three visits 
had one little service lapse, one 
too-spicy sauce, and few dishes that 
were more okay than amazing. But 
mostly ate terrific food, and 
had fun every time went. were 
also consistently surprised.

One was fillet 
sturgeon ($23) served with 
bright-red langoustine presiding over 
the plate, its flamboyant claws point- 
ing right us. Sturgeon isn’t many 
menus, but has become just about 
favorite fish: hefty and meaty with- 
out being too oily. This had nice 
spice crust and was cooked neatly 
through the S&M grill; accompa- 
nying was excellent risotto with 


chunks lobster and peas. the end 
dinner, turned the langoustine 
over, twisted off the tail, and ate like 
pint-size lobster. 

The other eye-opening entrée was 
whole fried sea bass ($23.50), served 
head-on, balanced somehow its 
belly that arrived the table 
swimming position. (It’s very popular, 
and busy night bass after 
bass schooling across the dining 
room.) dug fork into the 
chestnut-brown batter excavate

moist, white, and steamy. only 
disappointment was the miscalculated 
sauce: red-bean relish spicy to- 
tally overpowered any meat touched. 

Non-specials were solid, not 
gorgeously executed. baked “Cap- 
tain’s cut” cod steak ($18) came 
with mustardy crust and some pine 
nuts, accompanied excellent 
whipped potatoes green with basil. 
steamed salmon fillet ($18.95) was 
thick and moist, served over hash 
quinoa and cubed potatoes, with few

Desserts were little simpler. 
smooth-textured cylinder banana

Chocolate- 
pudding cake ($8.50) was really hot 
chocolate soup with top crust. 
confess drank mostly beer with this 
food, but the wine list loaded with 
quirky varietals and handily organized 
style rather than region. 

KingFish Hall crowded place, 
but sat down two out three 
visits without waiting. The overload 
showed the service the one 
night did have wait: our second 
appetizer arrived after finished 
the first, and the entrées came before 
those plates had been cleared. It’s 
expensive enough restaurant that 
really needs work the kinks out, 
but have chance tighten 
this fall, once the outside patio closes. 
least you’re not forced wait: un- 
like Olives, KingFish Hall does take 
reservations.

the mail get, lot you are worried about 
storage conditions, and whether yours are too 
hot, too dry, otherwise unsuitable. 
helped exacerbate that angst with recitations 
the party line ideal storage: degrees 
Fahrenheit, high humidity, dark, vibrations. 
And although there’s always some controversy 
about these standards, the fact remains that 
wine stored under these conditions lasts longer 
(and ages better). 

But it’s important 
keep mind that these 
standards are for long- 


tles that are going 
consumed within the next 
few days, weeks, even 
months, it’s rarely neces- 
Certainly, temperatures that never get above 
70-degrees Fahrenheit are still desirable, but 
long there’s leakage, most wines ear- 
marked for early drinking can take small 
amount abuse. (Leakage caused heat: 
happens when the wine expands to, and 
then past, the cork, which often allows oxy- 
gen the wine cools and contracts.) And 
big, sturdy wines like red zinfandel Aussie 
shiraz are pretty hard damage except 
extended cooking. 

For those few bottles that need pro- 
longed aging taste their best, for those 
that are particularly delicate, it’s always worth 
looking into portable storage unit. Some_ 
local wine shops carry them, and when they 
don’t they can point you catalogue 
Web site (like http://www.iwawine.com) 
where you can locate them. But that topic’s 
worth entire column itself. 

the many you who read the article 
Boston’s best restaurant wine lists, and 
asked we’re going similar article 
stores: yes, are. 

Another common question has with 
“found” wine bottles rescued from 
Grandma’s attic from long-ignored stor- 
age closet. “Is any good? worth any- 
thing?” you usually ask. And the answer, 
times out 100, no. The storage was 
probably not good enough, and these wines 
are almost invariably the kind inexpensive, 
buy-now-drink-tonight stuff that doesn’t im- 
prove with aging anyway. 

Open them you want not toxic, 
just over the hill but have something else 
hand that you can actually drink. course, 
there’s always that one-in-a-hundred bottle 
that’s actually drinkable and worth 
and that case expect you invite over. 

Many you are overcome with anxiety 
over the issue decanting wine, “let- 
ting breathe.” Obviously, when there’s 
sediment the bottom bottle, carefully 
decanting into another container stan- 
dard practice. But what about young wines, 
wines with sediment? 

Well, it’s fact that many wines

well some exposure air, and that they 
open and fill out they breathe. And some 
wines don’t, quickly reverting pure struc- 
ture (tannin, acid, alcohol, etc.) just falling 
apart. Unfortunately, there absolutely 
ironclad rule about when open bottle 
wine let breathe. That’s why the only way 

you think wine might need some air, 
open day two before you’re ready 
drink it. Quickly pour small sip, and then 
recork the rest. Taste it. full and rich, 
does there seem lot less the wine 
than you expected? the former, leave 

corked until just before 
you serve it. the latter, 
simply leaving uncorked 
isn’t going much; 
there’s not enough surface 
area that dime-size neck 
for much air reach the 
slowly into decanter, 
pitcher, other container. 
Then, from time time, back that con- 
tainer and see how it’s doing. When you start 
detect that the wine coming out 
shell, pour back into the bottle and recork it. 
it’s getting close serving time, and the 
wine still isn’t budging, try “double-decant- 
ing” pouring back and forth between 
multiple containers. This sort ultra-fast 
oxygenation little hard the wine, but 
can help extreme cases.

Solo flights 


Paula Kelley and Martin Crotty alone 


Breaking hard do, but going solo can harder, especially 
after artist has spent long career part solid band. out 
under your own name and you lose the security being part 
group. But the stakes tend higher, the expectations bit more 
severe, well, there’s also the chance attain little more glory even 


the local level. 


That’s where singer- 
songwriters Paula Kelley and 
Martin Crotty find themselves 
this year. They come from dif- 
ferent band experiences. After 
playing support role Drop 
Nineteens, Kelley has been the 
frontwoman various groups 
over the years, most recently 
Boy Wonder. Crotty, the 


other hand, hasn’t always been 


center stage, but the 


guitarist Cliffs Dooneen 
and Superfly, shared 
the spotlight with singer/front- 
man Eric Sean Murphy. Now, 
both Kelley and Crotty have 
ended similar places. Kel- 
ley’s solo debut, Bit Every- 
thing (on her own Jacquesass 
label) and Crotty’s pseudony- 
mous debut, Flynn (on his own, 
unnamed label), are both tex- 
tured, melodic records with 
decidedly grown-up sound. 
Crotty’s transformation per- 
haps the bigger surprise since 
he’s seldom done lead vocals 
before. Here sings rich, 
folkish voice and layers guitar 


parts good effect the base 
acoustic, but tracks like 
“Don’t Mind” (with drum loops 
and nasty wah-wah lead) show 
that his rock instincts haven’t 
gone missing. Kelley’s pop 
knack more familiar now, 
but the sound her solo 
more intimate than the album 
she made with Boy Wonder. 
The obvious question about 
Kelley’s going solo why she’d 
bother. After all, her last bands 
Hot Rod and four incarna- 
tions Boy Wonder have all 
revolved around her voice and 
songwriting. And she’s always 
had enough stage presence (and 
fashion sense) outshine who- 
ever she plays with even 
though that’s included talented 
folks like John Dragonetti (who 
played Hot Rod before 
launching Jack Drag), bassist 
Paul Natale (now the Den 
Mothers), and her long-time 
guitar partner Aaron Tap, who 


_remains part her solo band. 


But the decision makes sense 
when one hears Bit Every- 
thing (the teaser for still-in- 
progress album called Every- 
thing, which won’t include all 
the EP’s six tracks). finds her 
following her instincts away 
from loud guitars and toward 
purer pop, Fleetwood Mac 
and Burt Bacharach. Her previ- 
ous bands would have turned 
the material here into rock 


songs, but with Kelley playing 
most the instruments, there’s 
more melody than crunch and 
acoustic guitars dominate. It’s 
direction she’s been headed 
for years. The other change 
may more surprise: she’s 
become more relaxed singer, 
dropping the tougher rock 
inflection she often favored. It’s 
more comfortable approach 
for her, one that brings out the 
sweetness her voice. 
Yet bright Kelley’s songs 
are the surface, there are 
darker, cynical undercurrents 
running through even her most 
upbeat tunes. that fair 
reflection her personality? 
“I’m not sure I’m even that 
light the surface,” she notes 
over drink the Middle East.

Titan was the name 
his favorite Jean Paul novel; 
some individual sections also had

and Blumine (“Flowers,” from the 
essay collection Herbst-Blumine). 
The idea was make the work 
more accessible audiences, but 
1893 Jean Paul was out 
fashion and not even the Titan al- 
lusion was recognized. For the 
1896 Berlin performance, Gustav 
dropped the titles and also the 
Blumine second movement, creat-
